“COLLISION OCCURS ON SHARP CURVE 


Tender Is Driven Into and Through 
One Coach, Crushing Out Lives 
as It Proceeds on 
Its Fatal Jour- 
ney. 


New York, January 9.—By a head-on col- 
lision between two passenger trains on the 
Lehigh Valley railway at West Dunellen, 
N. J., at 12:47 p. m. today thirteen persons 
were killed and over twenty-five were in- 
jured.

Boundbrook, and about thirty miles from 
New York city. At the spot where the dis- 
aster occurred there is a sharp curve in 
the Lehigh Valley tracks, and a steep cut- 
ting, but the aGcident was due, in the first 
place, to some terrible mistake in train or- 
ders, and in the second place to another 
accident that occurred at Boundbrook ear- 
lier in the day. 

Wood and Human Flesh Mixed Up. 

The scenes which accompanied the col- 
lision, the sufferings of the injured and the 
panic that reigned among the 400 passen- 
gers were wellnigh indescribable. The 
blood-stained wreck of tangled and twisted 
iron and wood, still on the railroad tracks 
tonight, bore witness to the truth of the 
general verdict of railroad men— that this 
was one of the worst collisions in recent 
years. ; 

A head-on collision on a double track 
road was made possible only by a freight 
wreck, which occurred at Boundbrook at 
6 o’clock this morning, when the axle of a 
‘freight car broke and nine cars were piled

on top of each other. This completely } 


blockaded the east-bound track, and all 
through the morning the Lehigh Valley 
trains bound for New York switched from 
‘their own track to the west-bound track, 
going over these rails from Boundbrook. to 
New Market, a distance of six miles, and 


changing at the latter place back to their 
right side of the road. To permit this mode 


of traffic all west-bound trains were held 
at South Plainfield until their own line was 


clear of trains going in the opposite direc- 
tion. 

Train No. 20, which left Shamokin, Pa., 
at 7 a. m., was so heavy with human freight 
that it had to be broken into three sec- 
 tlons. ‘The first two sections arrived at 


Boundbrook and switched over to the other 
track, switched back at New Market and 
reached New York in safety. The third 
section of this train was almost an hour 
late. Its seven cars, crowded with 400 ex- 
cursionists, most of them from Mount Car- 
mel and Shamokin, Mahoney City, Hazel- 
ton, Ashland and Pottsville, Pa. The party 
Was traveling under the auspices of the 
business men’s excursion, an annua] event 
which many patronize for a three days’ 
visit to New York. Not a few of the ex- 
cursionists were coming to witness the 
McCoy-Sharkey fight. Their\ train switch- 
ed over at Boundbrook and proceeded, like 
che preceding sections, on the west-bound 
track. 
Local Train Starts Out. 

Meanwhile there had been waiting at 
New Market a local train that plfés regu- 
larly between New York and Boundbrook. 
Its number on the schedule is 71, and it 
was due in Boundbrook at 11:58 a.m. Owing 
to the traffic all going on one track, it was 
almost an hour late. At last the train dis- 
patcher at South Plainfield gave it  ecamgeal 
sion to go. Just before reaching West Dun- 
ellen Engineer Rick slowed his train down, 
because he stops for passengers if there 
are any. Martin Brennan, the signal man, 
threw up his arms and waved them, as if 
io say there were no passengers, so the 
local put on steam and headed round the 
curve, going at about twenty-five miles an 
hour. There were only four passengers on 
the local, 

In the cab of the excursion train was 
James Pendergrast, the engineer, with his 
fireman, George Cheshire. They saw the 
loca] as it started on the curve. With 
shrieking whistle and brakes grinding 
sparks from the wheels, the excursion train 
bore down to what seemed certain destruc- 
tion. The passengers, alarmed at the con- 
tinued whistle, opened the windows, moth- 
ers snatched their children in their arms; 
men started from their seats, but before 
they had time to find out what was the 
matter they were hurled headlong, knock- 
ed senseless and.many killed outright. 

The two engines, from which both crews 
had jumped, came fogether with an awful 
crash. The excursion train was probably 
going at about fifteen miles an hour. 
local engine, as if tripped in its fast flight, 
turned a complete somersault and came 
crashing down beside its now demolished 
obstruction. But its career was not ended 
before it had jammed the tender of the ex- 
cursion train almost from one end to the 
other of the first car from Shamokin. The 
tender stopped a few seats from the rear 
door. The car, or what was left of it, 
rolled over, carrying with it the imbedded 
tender, the fragments of a dozen bodies and 
the imprisoned wounded, who had been 
carried with the jagged iron on its relent- 
less course througth the coach. 

It was in the first car of the excursion 
train that all the deaths and most of the 
casualties occurred. The other cars, though 
their occupants were badly shaken, staid on 
the track and were in condition to be haul- 
ed off. The baggage car in front of the 
local trdin was rather badly smashed up. 

A few minutes before the trains crashed 
together George Weidman, of Dunellen, had 
tethered his coal wagon to a post at the 
crossing a few yards from where the en- 
gines met. 


Eye-Witness Describes the Collision. 


| “I saw them coming,” he said, “‘the east- 
bound whistling for mad and the local com- 
ing around the corner. I Waved my arms, 
but before he saw me, the engineer of the 
local Saw what he was up against. People 
were sticking their heads out of the win- 
dos. lhe engineers and firemen jumped. 
The trains banged into each other and the 
local climbed over the other as if she as 
going right on. Then she turned clean over 
and came down en. her smokestack. It was 
an awful crash. Then the other passengers 
and trainmen came rushing up.’’ 


From Dunellen, Poundbrook and other 
places doctors were quickly summoned. 
They came over the Central railroad of 
New Jersey, whose tracks run parallel with 
the Lehigh at this point, about 400 yards 
distant. Relief and wrecking trains were 
quickly on hand. As the dead were taken 
from the demolished car they were put in 
the rear cars of the excursion train and 
taken to Boundbrook, where &@ coroner’s in- 
quest was held tonight. The injured were 
put in the cars of the local train. Twenty- 
one Were taken to Plainfield hospital, while 
the less seriously injured went on to Jersey 
City and New York. 

Engineer Prendergast, who weighs almost 
300 pounds, jumped too late. He was caught 
under his engine and for three hours lay 
pinioned in frightful agony. When at last 
a huge crane lifted the iron off his body he 
was found to be so badly injured that he is 
expected to die. The loss of life inflicted 
upon his train would probably have been 
nothing like what it was had it not been 
for the fact that at Maunch Chunk the 
baggage car of the excursion train was* 
found to have a hot box and was taken 
off, thus leaving the crowded day coach 
next to the engine. If this coach had re- 
mained in the position it held when the 
train left Shamokin probably only a few 
lives would have been lost. aes 

Engineer Rick, of the local, was found on 
the tracks so badly injured that little hope 
was entertained for his recovery. Despite

Insurgent Leader Issues a Second 
Proclamation fo His People

ITS TERMS ARE VEREMENT 


Calls on the Delty To Witness That 
Americans’ Blood Is on Their Heads,

REPEATS PROMISES THAT WERE MADE 


Natives Are Ordered Not To Work for 
United States Forces and Gen- 
eral Otis Is Tak- 
ing Every Pre- 
caution. 


Manila, January 9.—A second proclamation 
by Aguinaldo, bearing the same date as the 
one which immediately followed the proc- 
lamation of Major General Otis, based upon 


President McKinley's instructions, first 


appeared on the streets today, but it is al- 
leged to have been recalled. 

Its terms are much more vehement than 
those used in the first proclamation. 


Aguinaldo threatens to drive the 
Americans from the islands, calis the 
Deity to witness that their blood will 
be on their own heads if it is shed, and 
details at greater length the promises 
he claims were made by the Americans 
as to the part of the insurgents in the 
campaign. 

It is believed that this second proclama- 
tion is the original draft which Was not 
adopted by the Filipino congress .at Ma- 
lolos. 

The natives, it is reported, have 
been ordered not to work for the Amer- 
icans, and the employees in the com- 
missary: department have gone on 
strike. Many natives are leaving the 
city. 

Major General. Otis, however, has the 
whole situation thoroughly in hand. 

The situation is rapidly approaching a 
climax, and it is just possible that tomor- 
row will see a peaceful solution. Mean- 
while al] sorts of alarmist rumors are in 
circulation. The United States authorities 
are taking every precaution; the troops in 
quarters are under arms, and the Californ- 
ians have disembarked from the trans- 
ports. 


FIGHT WITH AMERICANS SURE 


Information from an English House 
Shows Strained Relations. 

London,, January 9.—A representative of 
the Associated Press learns that the Fil- 
ipino junta of Paris has received a telegram 
from the Filipino agent at Hong Kong dated 
Saturday, and saying: 

“Fight with Americans unavoidable. 
We are not the aggressors.” 

A telegram from an English house at 
Manila todays says the situation is very 
strained, and that there is much anxiety 
there. The dispatch also contained news 
from Iloilo, the substance of which was that 
the American troops had not yet landed. 

The members of the Filipino.gunta dis- 
credit a statement published in The Globe 
here this afternoon that the United States 
government has ordered Agonctlo, the rep- 
resentative of Aguinaldo, to leave Washing- 
ton. They say they surely .would have 
heard the news if it had been true. 

Mail advices from the so-cajled Filipino 
government received here today say that 
Aguinaldo has decided that all foreign trade 
entering ports under Filipino control will 
be admitted on the payment of duty of 3 
per cent advalorem, and that all export 
trade is liable to a duty of 1 per cent adva- 
lorem. 


SITUATION ADMITTED CRITICAL 


Washington Officians Are Awaiting 
Development with Impatience. 
Washington, January 9.—A great deal of 
reticence is exhibited at the war depart- 
ment relative to the state of affairs at 
lloilo. It is admitted that General Otis has 
reported to the department the facts that 
were reported to him by General Miller, but 
all that can be gathered as to the nature of 
the communication is that it goes to con- 
firm the press dispatches as to the attitude 
of the insurgents. There are excellént rea- 
sons why the officials at the war depart- 
ment should at this stage maintain secrecy 
as to tHe instructions governing the move- 

ment of troops in the Philippines. 


‘The situation is admitted to be crit- 


ical, but not hopeless by any means. 

It is extremely desirable that the danger 
of a rupture shal] not be increased by in- 
flammatory publications which powerfully 
effect the excitable Filipinos. 

The government’s instructions sent to 

General: Miller at Ioilo were to land and 
get in communication with the insurgents. 
This is as far as his orders have gone, ex- 
cept that when he has established communi- 
cation with the insuregnt official and peo- 
ple, he is to make public the purposes of 
the United States. 
- Not a shot is to be fired by the forces 
of this country unless they are attacked, 
or until further orders are given - from 
here. 
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SANGUILLY MAKES TROUBLE. 


CUBAN GENERAL OPENLY DEFIES 
GENERAL LUDLOW’S ORDERS. 


Because His Band Is Not Recognized 
by All Who Meet Him He 
| Is Offended. 


Havana, January 3.—Major General Lud- 
low, military governor of the department 
of Havana, recently requested the Cuban 
general, Julio Sanguilly, to stay outside the 
city, or, in the event of his entering it, 
not to wear his uniform in public. San- 
guilly was informed in writing that he 
would be severely dealt with in the event 
of provoking any more trouble such as 
occurred at the Albisu theater a few nights 
ago, when, with a party of friends, he 
almost provoked a physical conflict with 
two members of the municipal police, who 
had not saluted him. General Ludlow sent 
a copy of the letter to General Mayia Rod- 
riguez, Sanguilly’s superior, and it is un- 
derstood that General Rodriguez also cau- 
tloned him. 

Today Sanguilly was seen around the city 
conspicuous in a white duck suit and 
white-brimmed panama hat, wearing the 
three gold stripes of a major general. At- 
tended by eight or ten friends, curling his 
long gray mustache and twisting his im- 
perial, he has been ostentatiously posing 
in fhe cafes, utterly without regard ‘to 
General Ludlow's directions. Sanguilly 
seems to be looking for trouble. Though 
unpopular with-the Cuban chiefs, he has 
a large following among the lower classes. 
The attention of General Rodriguez will 
be called to this obstreperous behavior, as 
it is considered better to let his people 
handle ‘him. 


MASKED MEN ROB KANSAS TOWN 


Policeman Is Carried to the Woods and 
Tied to a Tree. 

Fort Scott, Kas.° January 9.—Three 
masked men early this morning captured 
a policeman, took him to the woods, bound 
and gagged him, and with rare coolness 
held up and robbed nine menin the Cottage 
house and two hotels on prominent bus- 
iness streets. 

Alfred Meade an engineer on the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott and Memphis, was one of 
the victims. He was shot by one of the 
robbers, and George H. Young, a colored 
man, was mistaken for one of them and 
shot. 

Several hours after the robbery the po- 
lice identified the bandits as they boarded 
the St. Louls-bound Memphis, Kansas and 
Topeka passenger train, and had a pitched 
battle with them, but they got away. 


MASO PRAISES UNITED STATES 


‘Former President of Cuba Given a 
Banquet in Santiago. 

Santiago de Cuba, January 9.—A lunch- 
eon was given today to Bartoleme Maso, 
the former president of the Cuban revolu- 
tionary government. Replying to the toast 
to his health, Mr. Maso said he trusted 
to see the American flag-waving soon from 
every house in Cuba. He then paid a glow- 
ing tribute to the magnificent work dons 
by General Leonard Wood in this province. 
His remarks were loudly cheered. 

Senor Maso also said he was not in sym- 
pathy with the men who were continually 
objecting to everything done in the island 
by Americans, It was only necessary to 
see Santiago, he continued, to witness the 
magnificent results of American rule, and 
he trusted provincial and civic autonomy 
would be granted to the Cubans under a 
nominal military head at Havana. 


ARKANSAS LEGISLATURE MuxvTS 


After Organization Governor Jones 


Will Be Inaugurated Again. 

Little Reck, Ark., January 9.—Tihe thirty- 
eecond assembly of the state of Arkansas 
convened at noon today. Both branches ef- 
fected temporary organization and ad- 
journed till tomorrow. 

The senators cauc.sed this afternoon and 
selected Hon. M. J. Manning, of Clarendon, 
as president, and John W. Howell, of 
Clarksville, secretary. 

There was no house caucus and it is prob- 
able that the contest for speaket may re- 
sult in a deadlock, 

As soon as both branches are organized 
Daniel W. Jones will be inaugurated for a 
second term as governor. 


Nominated by Acclamation. 
Nashville, Tenn., January 3.—(Svecial.)— 
The democratic caucus today nominated E. 
B. Craig for state treasurer by acclamation. 
There were three candidates against him, 


‘put all withdrew before the first ballot 


was concluded. Five ballots were taken 
fcr comptroller, the last giving Theodore 
King 3%, J. D. Hunt 29, Frank Dibrell 24, 
P. W. Crouch 13. The hatter withdrew to- 
night. The vote for governor will be count- 
ed temorrow. A ballot for United States 
senator will be taken at noon. 


RECEIPTS SHOW BIG INCREASE 


Collections of Internal Revenue De- 
partment Have Grown. 

Washington, January 9.—The monthly 
statement of the collections of internal rev- 
enue shows that during November, 1898, 
the receipts amounted to $22,404,405 against 
$13,959,296 for November, 1897. The receipts 
from some of the sources of revenue, with 
the increase in each case, as compared with 
November, 1897, are given as follows: 

Spirits, $9,538,461; increase $866,481. 

Tobacco, %4,337,018; increase, $1,487,020. 

Fermented liquors, $4,814,022; increase 
$2,564,960. 

For the five months of the fiscal year the 
receipts aggregated $161,129,583, an increase 
as compared with the same period in 1897, 
of $44,341,118. At this rate of increase the 
receipts from al] internal revenue sources 
during the present fiscal year will aggre- 
gate about $275,000,000.

ABBOTT WANTS PANAMA CANAL

Retired Officer of United States Army 
Returns from France. 

New York, January 9.—Brigadier Generai 
Henry L. Abbott, United States army, re- 
tired, arrived here today from France on 
the steamer La Champagne. He was ac- 
companied by M. Choron, who is said to be 
connected with the new Panama canal 
company. 

General Abbott, who was a member of 
the international technical commission, 
composed of engineers of the-United States, 
France, Russia, England, Germany and 
Colombia, which recently made an inspec- 
tion of the plans and work and suggested 
changes in the route of the Panama canal, 
is on his way to Washington to lay before 
the United States government all the in- 
formation he possesses regarding the inter- 
oceanic water way at the Isthmus of 
Panama. He said that the French govern- 
ment has no longer anything to do with 
the proposed canal and the new company. 
At the present time the topography of all 
the grounds involved in the project and the 
character of the materials to Le encoun- 
tered are accurately known and donated, 
extensive excavations, as well as sound- 
ings, and borings, have made known the 
subterranean strata nderlying the sur- 
face, and by those means no doubt is left 
as to the soundness of the materials 
through which the canal is to be dug to 
great depths and on which the foundations 
of the lecks, dams and other structures 
are to be established. Sixteen different 
plans have been worked out in detail, in- 
cluding estimates of cost and time needed 
for construction. It is on these complete 
data, furnished by the local engineers and 
by the observations of its own members 
on the isthmus, that the 
technical commission has based its conclu- 
sions. 

“The original purpose of the old com- 
pany was to build a canal without locks, 
freely open from ocean to ocean, but after 
several years of work the plan was aban- 
doned, owing to the enormous excavation 
necessary to cut the central mase of tne 
mountains (the Culebra) and the difficulty 
and expense of properly taking care of the 
occasional torrential flow of the river 
Chaeres. The alternate plan which has 
been adopted by the new company is to 
reduce materially the depth of the central 
excavation and to establish therein a sys- 
tem of locks, to be fed from the Chagres 
river. In order to properly regulate the 
flow of the river, two large dams will be 
erected. One of the dams will be located 
at Bohiodk at the last group of locks on 
the Atlantic side. This dam will transform 
the Chagres into & vast lake, which will 
extend to Obispo, a distance of thirteen 
miles, and will cover an area of considera- 
ble extent.

REPLIES FULLY TO SENATOR PLATT 


Genator Combats the Right of the 
United States To Take in the Phil- 
ippine Islands ‘Without the 
Consent of the Na- 
tives. 


Washington, January 9.—This proved to 
oe an interesting day in the senate, the 


. principal subject under discussion beiiig tlie 


constitutional right of the United States to 
carry into effect the policy of expansi?n. 


The leading speaker was Mr. Hoar, republi- 
can, of Massachusetts, whe delivered a 
epeech in support of the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Vest, democrat, of Missouri, 
declaring it to be in opposition to the con- 
stitution for this country to acquire for- 
eign territory to be governed permanently 
as colcnies. 

Mr. Hoar was accorded the unusual com- 
pliment of close and undivided attention by 
his colleagues on the floor and a large au- 
dience in the galleries. He maintained that 
it was in violation of the constitution and 
fhe declaration of independence, ‘‘the great 
expounder of the constitution,” for this 
country to acquire foreign territury to be 
held and governed as colonies, 

Without adverting to the proposed policy 


. of the United States entering upon an ex- 


pansion of its territory except in a general 
and indirect manner, Mr. Hoar entered up- 
on a discussion of the constitutional phases 
of the question ‘nvolved in the resolution 
under consideration, prefacing his argu- 
ment with a statement of his personal po- 
sition on the subject. 

“TI dislike to differ from the president 
whose election I hailed with such personal 
satisfaction and such exulting anticipations 
for the republic. I dislike to differ from so 
many of my party associates in this cham- 
ber, with whom I have for so many years 
trod the same pathway. I thank God that 
as my eyes grow dim they look out on a 
fairer country, a better people, a brighter 
future. 

A Question of Constitution Only. 
“Tt is not my purpose of course to discuss 
the general considerations which affect any 
acquisition of sovereignty by the American 

ple over the Philippine islands which 
cae been or may be proposed. I am speak- 
ing today only of the theory of constitu- 
tional interpretation propounded by the 
senator from Connecticutt, Mr. Platt.’ 

Mr. Hoar said that our fathers who 
framed the constitution were the wisest 
builders of states the world has yet seen. 
They had studied ancient history and had 
fearned that while there is little else*that 
@ democracy cannot accomplish, it cannot 
rule over vast states or subject people with- 
out bringing the elements of death into 
our own constitution. Our fathers, he said, 
learned two lessons from the history of 
Greece—the danger of disunion and domes- 
tic strife and an indulgence in the greed 
and lust of empire; and he hoped we might 
avert the latter danger as we had averted 
the former. 

“T hope not to weary the senate by 
reiteration,” said Mr. Hoar, concluding 
his preface. “but this is the greatest 
‘question —this question of the power and 
authority of our constitution in this 
matter. Certainly it is the greatest 

uestion ever discussed in this chamber 

rom the beginning of the government.” 

‘Mr. Hesr believed, he said, this country 
to be a ration—a sovereign nation. He be- 
lieved congress possessed all the powers 
necessary to accomplish the great objects 


the framers of the constitution intended 


should be accomplished. But he denied 
that it possessed the “astonishing” and 
“extravagant” powers under the constitu- 


tion which the senator from Connecticut. 


(Mr. Platt) attributed to it. 

Mr. Hoar aftirmed that every constitu- 
tional power is limited to the one supreme 
and controlling power declared in the con- 
stitution itself. 

“When the sermator from Connecticut un- 
dertakes to declare,’’ said Mr. Hoar, ‘“‘that 
Wwe may do such things not for the perfect 
union, the common defense, the general 
welfare of the people of the United States,

The power which Mr. Platt maintained this 
government possessed was one, Mr. Hoar 
said, that our fathers and their descendants 
have ever loathed and abhorred, and they 
believed that: no sovereign on earth could 
right nor exercise of it. : 

Mr. Hoar was inclined to ridicule those 
who favor expansion and the ratification of 
the treaty of Paris without amendment. 

In general, the friends of what is 
callea imperialism, or expansion, con- 
tent themseives with dectraring that the 
fiag which is taken down every night 
and put up again every morning over 
the roof ot this senate chamber, where 
it is in its rightful piace; must never be 
taken down where it hag once ftioated, 
whether that be its mgntful place or 
.hot—a doctrine whida is not oniy with- 
out justification in international law, 
but if it were implanted there wouid 
make of every war vetween civilized aad 
powerful nations a war of extermination 
or a war of dishonor to one party or to 
the other. 

“The constitutional argument for 


slavery was ten times as strong as the 
argument of the senator from Connec- 
ticut. The slave master said he owns 
men for their good. The Senator 
frcm Connecticut proposes to own 
nations for their good, 


“The sovereignty which can be exercised 
by the nation as a unit is only that which is 
necessary for accomplishing the purposes 
of the constitution, and must be either 
expressly granted therein, or necessary or 
convenient, in the joint estimate of con- 
gress to accomplish the purposes ex- 
pressly declared therein. 

“All other sovereignty is reserved to the 
State or to the people. 

“The power to conquer alien people and 
hold them in subjection is nowhere express- 
ly granted. 

“The power to conquer alien people and 
hold them in subjection is nowhere impHed 
as necessary for the accomplishment of the 
purposes declared by the constitution. 

“It is clearly shown to be one that ought 
not to be exercised by anybody—one that 
the framers of the constitution thought 
ought not to be exercised by anybody. 

“1. Because it is immoral and wicked in 
itself, 

‘2.Because it is expressly denied in the 
declaration of independence, the great in- 
terpreter and exponent of the meaning of 
the constitution, which owes it origin to the 
—— generation and largely to the same 

‘3. It is affirmed that it is immoral and 
unfit to be exercised by anybody—in numer- 
ous instances by contemporary state con- 
Stitutions, and the contemporary writers 
and authors on public. law who expressed 
the opinion of the American people in that 
generation, who adopted the constitution, as 
Wel] as of the men who framed it.” 

In discussing how territory may be ac- 
quired constitutionally by the United 
States, Mr. Hoar said:

“Today’s revelations of various kinds 
tend to show that the members of the court 
of cassation are themselves divided into 
two fiercely opposed camps of Drefusards 
and anti-Dreyfusards. M. Quesnay de 
Beaurepaire’s explanation of the causes for 
his resignation will probably lead to the 
fall of the cabinet, since he complains bit- 
terly of the way M,. LeBret, the minister of 
justice, conducted the interview with him 
when he offered.to the minister a state- 
meént of the relations between M. Bard, of 
the criminal branch of the court of cassa- 
tion, and Colonel Picquart.’’ 

The Paris correspondent ot The Daily 
News says: 

“The action of M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire 
in resigning is astounding. He throws up 
one of the easiest and most honorable posts 
and a salary of £1,000 a year, which might 
have gone on indefinitely, at a time of life 
when men cease to be fortunate if they 
plunge into new ventures. It is believed 
that he intends to stand for the senate, the 
academy, and later for the presidency of 
the republic.” 

The Paris correspondent of The Times 
says: 

“Of all the scandals produced by the 
Dreyfus affair, this of the resignation of 
M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire is certainly the 
greatest. What is beyond doubt is that 
the nationalists who have not,a single man 
whose name was imposing or whose abil- 
ity was dangerous, now appear to have 
found.a chief, although his aim is still far 
from clear. With Quesnmay de Beaurepaire 
leading the nationalists and anti-Semites, 
Paul DeRoulede leading the league of pa- 
triots and Godefrey Cavaignac at the head 
of the Patrie Francaise, the republic if it 
escapes will have a hard time.”

People Must Wake Up to a Realization 
of the Situation. 


BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE 10 DO 600D 


Extra Session of Congress Is Sought 
Only To Inflict a Single Stand- 
ard on the Country. 


Cerro Gordo, Ia., January 9.—(Special.)— 
At a banquet given by the Cerro Gordo 
Democratic Club tonight, ex-Governor 
Boies responded to the toast, “Open. the 


Treasury Instead of the Mints.” 

Following is a brief summary Of the ad- 
dress: 

‘To fully express the subjects I desire to 
discuss my toast should have read, 

“Open the treasury instead of the mirts, 

“Save the greenback that saved the na- 
tion’s life. 

“Give us a national currency as sound as 
man c; make; that will Come ‘as a 
et maaan without money and without 
price.’ 

‘“‘Let congress wait 
speak. 

“I am not here to inveigh against banks, 
or bankers, as a class. In their legitimate 
sphere banks are most useful institutions, 
and bankers as a class, are neither better 
nor worse than others, who help to shape 
the immense business affairs of this mighty 
republic, but in my humble judgment the 
issue of the currency of a country, should 
always, and under all circmstances, be rec- 
ognized as a function of sovereignty alone, 
and should never be delegated to a private 
corporation of any kind. 

“Existing conditions most forcibly im- 
press me with the correctness of this con- 
clusion. 

“The persistent demand of many of our 
people, that congress shall be convened in 
extra session, for the purpose of reforming 
the currency laws, is as I view it, a subject 
for most serious reflection by the masses of 
American citizens, without distinction of 
party. 

“They ought instantly to inquire, Why 
this hurry? I know the answer will come; 
the people demand it. 

“The answer will not stand the test of 
candid and impartial reflection. 

“No issue has yet been presented to the 
people of this nation which enables any 
one to say truthfully, that a majority are | 
in favor of an unqualified gold standard, 
as against a bimetallic standard that would 
be certain to preserve the equal and con- 
current us of th of the money metals in 
our financial system. 

“Every advocate of an extra session ex- 
pects congress if convened, to establish a 
single standard of gold, as the sole basis 
of that system, and I cannot help the fear 
that with some at least ther greatest anx- 
lety is to prevent any expression of opinion 
at the polis upon an issue that would fairly 
and incontrovertibly present the question of 
— bimetallism, instead of such a stand- 
ard. 

‘We already know, it is true, that a ma- 
jority of the electors of the nation are op- 
posed to the unqualified free coinage of sil- 
ver atthe exact ratio of 16 to 1 with gold, 
and this is all we know, and all that, any 
one hasa right to assume we know, on that 
subject. 

“It is not a moment too early for the 
people of this nation to wake up to a full 
realization to what is being attempted by 
the great banking interests of the country, 
the most powerful] already of any single 
interest inthe nation. 

“If they*sieep- now, the fetters will be 
on their linbs before they know it, and 
future struggles may prove quite unavail- 


ng. 
“The first duty in this hour of peril, as 
I view it, r@ts largely if not exclusively 
upon the frietds of silver. 
“If we are t) save anything from the sil-

“T am no expert in. technical knowledge, 
of financial lore, but I am an American 
citizen, devoted to bimetallism as one of 
the ‘traditions and interests of the Ameri- 
can people,’ as a republican platform re- 
cently expressed the thoaught: and in favor 
of ‘the use of both gold and silver as the 
standard money of the country,’ as a demo- 
cratic platform in the same year expressed 
the same thought, and this has led me to 
try to discover some plan by which in the 
face of opposition from the money kings of 
the world, the people of this nation can 
preserve in spirit at least the financial sys- 
tem planned by the fathersof the republic, 
and stay the hands of thtse who would 
destroy it, through a mistaken pretense 
that the masses of our people have so 
willed. 

‘Others may be able to present a better 
one. If my effort encourages any to try, I 
shal] be grateful. 

“I start with the central thought, that 
currency legislation whatever it may be 
should have for its supreme purpose the 
permanent maintenance of a financial sys- 
tem clearly outlined in the constitution of 
our country, that is to say, a system the 
basis of which, beth in theory an@ practice 
is to be gold and silver combined, instead of 
gold or silver alone. 

‘(My second proposition is that thig should 
be accomplished with the least ssible 
change in existing financial legislatignn, and 
hence with the least possible disttrbance 
of existing business conditions 

‘My plan, therefore, Dyes not tem- 
plate the retirement of a single dollar of 
our present currency, or the addition of 
any new or untried class of currency there- 
to, but its sole purpose is to make every 
dollar of government currency we now have 
and every dollar that may be added there. 
to. whether gold, silver or paper, of pre. 
cisly equal intrinsic and exchangeahia 
value, without diminishing in the least de. 
gree the intrinsic value of any part of that 
we now possess, and accomplish all this, 
by the simple substitution of bullion at its 
market value for gold coin now tused by 
the government, for redemption purposes. 

“Briefly outlined the plan proposed is 


} this: 


‘1, Let congress set apart from the gold 
reserye and silver seigniorage now in the 
treasury; for the redemption of all legal 
tender national currency; gold, silver and 
paper, a permanent reserve of $150,000,000, 
one-third of which shall consist of gold at 
present market price in the great markets 
of the world, or gold coin of the bullion 
value of fifty million dollars, one-third in 
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ly to the judgment of supe- f 
jand its notes 


silver bullion or silver dollars of the bullion 
value of $60,000,000 in the same markets, and 
one-third in standard coin of the United 
States gold and silver in equal parts, or 
$25,000,000 of each. 

‘2. That all existing currency of the 
United States (other than gold and silver 
certificates, and fractional silver, 
and copper coin) both metallic and paper 
alike, when presented in sums of $10 or any 
multiple thereof shal] be redeemed at the 
treasury with gold or silver bullion, at the 
option of the government, at its highest 
market price in the world’s markets on the 
day of redemption, or in standard coin of 
the United States, gold and silver in equal 
Darts, if coin is demanded. 

3. That all currency so redeemed shall 
from the moment of.its redemption consti- 
tute available cash in the treasury, to 
re-issued as the wants of the same may re- 
quire. 

‘4. Make it the duty of the treasurer, to 
Purchase or cause to be purchased each day 
in the open markets, on the best terms that 
can be obtained, and cover into the treasury 
a@ quantity of bullion equal to that with- 
drawn, and also a quantity that coined will 
equal the sum of coin withdrawn, and 
thereupon as necessity require procure from 
the mints and cover.into the treasury to re- 
Plenish the coin reserve a sum equal to 
that paid out. 

‘5S. Release for immediate use by the 
treasury, $25,000,000 of the existing gold re- 
serve, and all silver seigniorage therein re- 
maining, after the reserve hereinbefore sug- 
gested has been provided for. 

‘6. Authorize unlimited deposits in the 
treasury of gold and silver bullion, one or 
both, of the value of $10 or any multiple 
thereof in exchange for treasury notes, of 
denominations not less than $10, expressing 
in dollars the highest market price in the 


great markets of the world, of the bullion’ 


deposited on the day of deposit, redeemable 
on demand in-bullion of either metal at the 
government’s option at its highest market 
price in the same markets on the day of 
redemption, or in coin of both metals in 
equal parts if coin is demanded. Make the 
notes so redeemed available cash in the 
treasury the moment they are received, 
and require the treasurer.to purchase each 
day, in the open markets, on the best terms 
that can e obtained, and cover into the 
treasury, a quantity of bullion sufficient to 
replenish the reserve for that withdrawn. 
‘7. Provide for the gradua}y retirement 
of all existing national paper durrency, and 
require the withdrawal from circulatiog of 
all national bank currency of denomina- 
tions less than $10, and provide for the sub- 
stitution of gold and silver certicates of de- 
nominations less than $10 for larger certifi- 
cates withdrawn, and the substitution of 
national bank bills of denominations of $10 
or upward, for smaller bills withdrawn. 
“8. Continue the ceinage on government 
account of gold and silver coin at the ex- 
isting ratio, and the use of gold and silver 
certificates (of denominations less than $10) 


as now provided by®law and as the needs | 
of business require, and provide that all; 
seigniorage of either metal, that may re- | 


sult from such coinage shall as it accrues 
be covered into the treasury and added to 
the bullion reserve therein. 

‘9. Make all United States currency, gold. 
silver, nickel ahd copper coin, unlimited and 
unqualified legal tender. 

“10. Require nationat banks to maintain 
the reserve in the treasury. for the redemp- 
tion of their own bills, in gold and silver 
at market value, instead of United States 
notes as now provided by law. 

“ll. In all cases of emergency where a 
loan by the government would otherwise be 
necessary require the treasurer before issu- 
ing bonds to issue treasury notes redeema- 
ble on demand as hereinbefore suggest- 
ed, up to three times the then market value 
of al] bullion in the treasury which repre- 
sents notes issued for the same at market 
value, and provide further for the redemp- 
tion of such new notes on demand, in bull- 
lon or coin; their re-issue and the purchase 
of bullion to supply the'place of that with- 
drawn, as hereinbefore suggested, and pro- 
vide further for the grayment and cancel- 
lation.of such new notes as fast as t'he rev- 
enues of the government will permit. 

“What is it reasonable to suppose would 
be the effect of legislation in substance like 
that suggested? ; 

“It would certainly furnish a sound cur- 
rency, for everv dollar would be worth its 
exact face value, every day in the year, 
in one or the other of the money metals at 
its market price in the great markets of 
the world, for upon demand at the treasury 


it would be immediately convertible into 
“One or the other of these metals. at its 
| market value, 


in such markets. 

“‘In other words it would be a currency 
redeemable on demand in the money of the 
world, which is bullion always, instead-of 
coin of any nation. 

‘*Instead of an extra session then, let the 
popular demand become in the language of 
my toast, open the treasury instead of the 
mints, and to the party of our choice let 
me repeat again: Open the treasury instead 
of the mints, and a gold and silver stream 
from our own mines, will roll into its cof- 
ers, until the wealth of the world beside, 

uld scarcely riva] our own. 

“Open the treasury instead of the mints, 
will pass current in every 
capital of the nations, in every mart of 
trade, in every hamlet of the globe to 
which American goods are sent or in which 
foreign goods are bought by us, for every 
note and every dollar in coin of our owg 
would be a sight draft upon the treasury 
of the richest nation in the world, payable 
always, in the only money that passes cur- 
rent the wide world over, 

“@pen the treasury, as well as the mints, 
and the sinews of war and luxuries of peace 
will come as a benediction ‘without money 
and without price.’ ”’

“Someone gave wrong orders. I know 
how it happened, but I can’t speak now.’’| 

In this connection W. O. Sprigg, the su 
perintendent of the Easton and Amboy di- 
vision of the Lehigh Valley, said: 

“The accident is evidently due to a blun- 
der in orders.”’ 

General Passenger Agent Lee ‘had no ex- 
planation to make. 

On this section of the Lehigh Valley the 
block system is not in use. ‘The train dis- 
patcher at Easton, who has charge of the 
terrftory, is said to have wired to the oper- 
ator at South Plainfield to let No. 71, the 
local, \come through, but later there came 
& message from ‘Easton to hold all west- 
bound trains. It is alleged that the lat- 
ter message was overlooked. Some say 
it was not handed to the operator, but 
whichever way it was, the west bound train 
was allowed on its track, and from every- 
thing learned, the collision was plainly due 
to a mistake in orders and to no negligence 
of the train crews. Signalman Brennan, 


‘at West Dunellen, who threw up his arms 


as thé local passed, has no wire and noth- 
ing to do with the dispatching of trains. 

Dr. Brakely, of Dunellen, was one of the 
first on the scene. He said: 

“We got into the overturned car and 
groped among the debris for the dead. 
Teeth, arms, brains, splintered wood and 
twisted iron were mixed up in an inde- 
scribable mass. The wounded, most of 
them suffering from broken legs, were all 
jammed together at the rear end. The 
dead we got out piecemeal. Among the 
ruins we found a baby about four months 
old in long clothes. We thought it was 
dead, and laid it on the bank beside the 
half dozen other mangled bodies we had 
extricated., Just as I was leaving I no- 
ticed signs‘of life. The baby was flive, 
and a careful examination showed it had 
sustained only a bruise on the head. We 
put it in the car for Plainfield.” 

This baby belonged to Mrs. Mary Par- 
reca, of Mount Carmel, who was accom- 
panied on the train by her husband, two 
young sons and the infant in question. Mrs. 
Parreca said: 

“I jwas nursing the baby when the 
whistle began to blow. ‘My husband start- 
ed to open the window. Then I was thrown 
to the back of the car and lost conscious- 
ness. (My baby was gone. I almost went 
frantic when I awoke, but at last I found 
my child peacefully sleeping in the other 
train, apparently none the worse for the 
experience.” 

Arthur Tregembo, of Plattsburg, has both 
legs broken. When seen in Plainfield hos- 
pital, he said: 

“TIT was in the first car of the train from 
Shamokin. ‘Something prompted me to 
open the window and look out when I 
heard the whistling going on. Then I saw 
the other train coming round the curve. I 
said to myself ‘Jump!’ but TI could not, 
somehow. Then the crash came, and I got 
done up. Guess Tis my own fault for not 
jumping, but it might have been worse.” 

His condition is serious. 

William Feely, of Pottsville, Pa., was 
Sitting four seats from the front of the 
fatal car. 

“A soldier in front of me threw up the 
window and shouted,” said Mr. Feely. "J 
got up and made a dive for the door. but 
T was lifted off my feet and the rear end 
of our tender shoved me throuzh the woad 
work until I found myself almost on the 
rear platform. There I scrambled over the 
bodies of two men and got out, practically 
unhurt. 

Almost all the dead were killed instantly. 

As the daylight began to die huge bon- 
fires made of the car debris were Hehted 
by the side of the track and by the glare 
of their flames the wrecking crews work- 
ed their ponderous derricks. The track 
probably will be clear by tomorrow. 

L. §S Walter, a lawyer, of Mount Car- 
mel, was pinned in the debris of the front 
car for two hours. Despite the fact that 
if not fatally injured, 
Mr. Watter directed the attention of the 
rescuers to other sufferers and from his 
point of vantage-superjntended their ef- 
forts. When finally taken out Mr. Wal- 
ter was carried to a nearby vacant house, 
where he was cared for.

The vicinity of tthe railroad crossing 
where the trains crashed is somewhat de- 
serted. The occupants of the houses near 
by did everything in their power to assist 
the wounded, the women tearing up sheets 
as bandages for the wounded and easing 
in countless ways their sufferings. 

When the déad arrived at Boundbrook, 
eight were left in the car that brought 
them from the scene of the accident, and 
five were laid out for the coroner in the 
freight. shed close by.

General McKee says that he 
has received no orders in regard to the 
mustering out of the negro regiments and 
that he expects that the orders which were 
first issued will be carried out. 

Orders thave been received relative to the 
mustering out of the Second Ohio, which is 
now stationed here. As was stated in The 
Constitution several days ago, the senators 
‘and congressmen have been at work to get 
the regiment mustered out and it seems 
that they have succeeded. Captain Freder- 
ick, who is the chief mustering officer of 
the state, will be in charge of the muster- 
ing out and he will be assisted by Lieuten- 
ants Harper and Darragh of the Seventh 
cavalry and the Twentieth infantry. 

The work of mustering out will take 
about ten or fifteen days. When.the men 
‘are turned loose they will leave for their 
homes on special trains. They will not De 
given the customary thirty days’ furlough, 
but will be given pay for it and allowed to 
go. They will also be given mileage and 
ration money and when each man is paid 
off they will have about $150 each. 

The news that they were to be mustered 
out was received with great rejoicing. The 
officers seem to be very glad of the fact, 
as none of them are lous to remain in 
‘the army. Most of them are now in ata 
financia] loss and would have resigned same 
time ago had they not thought so much 
-of the men under them. The Second Ohio 
is one of the few regiments that has men 
who do not complain of their officers. Since 
.the regiment s been stationed here not a 
complaint has been heard against an offi- 
cer of the Second Ohio. The engineers, on 
‘the other hand, are always making com- 
plaints and the ofilcers and the men do not 
seem to get along well. 

The four companies which are now on 
-provost duty were paid off this morning. 
All of the men were glad to get their mon- 
ey, as they have spent nearly all that they 
received at the last pay day. 

The Seventh cavalry men do not know 
when they will leave for Savannah. They 
are waiting on the transport Manitoba, 
which is due to arrive in Savannah to- 
day, but so far no notice of its arrival has 
been received. There is also some talk 
of sending the Eighth cavalry instead of 
the Seventh. The Wighth is already in Sa- 
vannah, and it is understood that the peo- 
Ple out west thave asked that the Seventh 
be sent back. 

The headquarters of the troops in Macon 
are in the same offices which were occupied 
by General Wilson. It was not the inten- 
tion of General Gordon to come into the 
city, but it is understood that he received 
orders from Washington to that effect. He 
has all of his staff in the city with him, but 
not as many clerks are detailed for duty. 
It looks as if all of the troops here will 
be mustered out before going into Cuba, 
and it seems that General Wilson's com- 
mand will be turned loose before they can 
accomplish anything. Three regiments are 
under orders to be-mustered out and there 
ie a probability of the Seventh cavalry 
being sent back to Arizona. 

The engineers claim that they have no 
‘congressmen or senators to work for them, 
‘or otherwise they could get out. The reg- 
iment was recruited from all parts of the 
country and men from every state in the 
union are among the ranks. It will be some 
time before they get out, and there is a 
etrong probability of them serving out the 
two years’ time for which they enlisted. 


Soldier Shot. 

James Sullivan, a sergeant of the Third 
engineers, was shot by Conductor Forest 
Goodin this morning about 2 o’clock while 
trying to enter the house of Mrs. N. B.

ARE TO MEET AT GAINESVILLE 


| Propose To Organize a Brotherhood of 
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Miners. 
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WANT TO KEEP CUT THE SPECULATORS | 


Also To Prevent Capitalists from Be- 
ing Imposed on by Owners of 
Mineral Property.

The gold miners of the south will organize 
a miners’ union in Gainesville at an early 
date.

“Having fully @nized the fact that the 
mining industri#s of this whole country, the 
owners and foperators of mines and the 
rge would be greatly benefited 
by the establishment of close: relationship 
between #urselves, with the intention of 
advancing the common good of all alike, 
we, the fndersizned have decided and do 
hereby propose to organize a brotherhood 
of miners for the above purpose.” 

A date for the meeting Will be set in a few 
days, and as the move has the indorsement 
of the leading miners of this section, no 
doubt the move will be a success, and the 
miners will derive much benefit from the 
organization. Primarily, those who are in- 
terested in the matter want to keep out 
speculators and boomers, and to secure the 
proper development of the mines of Geor- 
gia. They believe speculators and boom- 
ers do much to retard progress in the 
mining industry of this section, and they 
want deals in properties to be put upon a 
legitimate basis, so that no one who wants

The grand jury.at the last April term of 
court recommended the building of a new 
courthouse in this (Union) county on the 
idea that the old one was unsafe and unfit. 
The ccunty commissioners, acting on this 
recommendation, proceeded and let a con- 
tract to W. B. McGinty, of Athens, Ga., 
for the sum of $11,590. The old building 
was torn down and the new begun, the 
foundation of which is completed, and 
about all the material necessary on the 
ground. This done, the county commis- 
sioners begun to provide ways and means 
to spay the contractor. An election for a 
bond issue for the sum of $12,000 was voted 
on and defeated. Then a special levy of 
$2 on the $100 of taxable property in the 
county was made for the purpose of raising 
the money to pay the contractor. To the 
collection of this special tax A. H. Dyer 
and others, represented by V. M. Waldroup, 
of Union, and H. H. Perry, of Gainesville; 
asked Judge J. J. Kimsey for an injunction 
restraining the tax coliector from collect- 
ing it, and that the contract for building 
the new courthouse be declared void and 
illegal. Judge Kimsey refused the injunc- 
tion. The commissioners are represented 
by W. E. Candler, of Blairsville; W. A. 
Charters, of Dahlonega, and Senator Joe 
Underwood, of Cleveland. The case is now 
in the supreme court, and has been argued 
once, and by order of that court is again 
to be argued. In the meantime, the legis- 
lature, through Representative Walker, 
was asked to aboiish the board of commis- 
sioners. The house passed the bill and Sen- 
ator Greene, of the fortieth district, held 
it up in the senate. ba 

A petition signed by two-thirds of the 
poll taxpayers of the county asked the 
ordinary to order an election on the ques- 
tion of removal of the county site from 
Blairsville to Fairview, a place-in name 
only, being two and a ‘half miles west of 
Blairsville in the woods. The election was 
ordered for December 30th and was held, 
resulting in a majority of 17 votes in favor 
of Fairview, but failing to get the nec- 
essary two-thirds of the votes cast by 
about 200, 

It was the most exciting election ever 
held in the county, and under all the cir- 
cumstances has passed off remarkably well. 
If the supreme court affirms the decision of 
Judge Kimsey, the fight is ended, as the 
tax to pay for the new house is now about 
ail collected and in the county treasury. 
If Judge Kimsey is reversed, no one can 
teil when the end of the fight will come. 
There are many wounds left in the county, 
but it is to be thhoped they will heal under 
the soothing of old father time. 

Blairsville is an oldtime town, begun in 
1837. It is the home of Jude C. J. Wellborn, 
Colone] W. E. Candler, Colonel T. J. “Har- 
aison, J. A. Butt, E. W. Butt. Dr. F. J. 
Erwin and many others, and their de- 
scendants. It was the birthplace and the 
boyhood home of Judge H. M. Reid, of 
Atlanta; Colonel C. M. Reid, of Palmetto: 
Hon. Tom Lyons, of Cartersville, as well 
as Many Other prominent Georgians. The 
place is noted for its good’ water. the so- 
briety of its inhabitants and its pretty 
women, and the business judgment of its 
merchants, not a failure ever having oc- 
curred in the town since the war.

As soon as 
it becomes known that a man is a desper- 
ate character or that he has been guilty 
of any outrageous offense his name is 
placed upon the blacklist. This is turned 
over by Colonel Wylly to Captain Gallano, 
who proceeds to hunt the criminal down. 
Usually a machete and a pair of spurs are 
brought in by the gendarmes as evidence 
that no further trouble may be expected 
from the parties under the ban.’’

Westerday brought some very interesting 
and significant developments in the fight 
between the Consolidated and the Atlanta 
Street Railway Companies. The contro- 
versy appears to grow warmer every day, 


and the fight continues to become more 


complicated. 

Interest now centers in the Perkins 
branch of the fight. 
- against the Atlanta Railway seeking to 
prevent it from using its recently acquired 
‘franchises on the ground that 
it will in‘ure his stock in 
the company. Commissioner Mark 
McCord has been taking evidence in the 
case, and the Perkins side of the contro- 
versy had an inning ‘yesterday when At- 
torney Charles Hopkins placed Mr. Martin 
Amorous, president of the Atlanta Railway, 
on the stand and questioned him concern- 
ing the recent financial deal of the Atlanta 
Railway, and about the alleged formation 
of the Atlanta City Railway Company. 

Another surprising development was a 
notice from the attorneys of the Consoli- 
dated served on the attorneys of the At- 
lanta Railway, at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning, to the effect that the Consolidated 
had mamed Mr. Walter Harrison as its ap- 
praiser in the condemnation proceedings. 
Immediately after council granted the At- 
lanta Railway the right to condemn the 
Mitchell street tracks of the Consolidated 
the attorneys of the Atlanta Railway noti- 
fied the president of the Consolidated that 
condemnation proceedings would be insti- 
tuted against the aforesaid tracks of the 
Consolidated. 

In a process of this character it is neces- 
sary to appoint a board of appraisers, one 
from the Consolidated and one from the 
Atlanta Railway; those appointed to 
select the third. The Atlanta Railway 
named Mr. Forrest Adair as its representa- 
tive, and the Consolidated was given a cer- 
tain time to name its representative. Four 
days before the expiration of this time 
limit, the Old Colony Trust Company filed 
a dill of injunction in the United States 
court against the Consolidated and the At- 
lanta Railway seeking to prevent them 
from entering into any agreement whereby 
the Mitchell: street tracks of the Consoli- 
dated might be condemned. The Consoli- 
dated, therefore, appointed no appraiser 
until yesterday morning.

Mr. Hurt had invited the witness 
into the negotiations and Mr. Amorous had 
advised Mr. Hurt to make Mr. Shaw a 
proposition that Mr. Shaw would accept. 

Mr. Amorous stated this majority of 
stock represented by Mr. Shaw had lately 
been purchased in Baltimore, but he did 
not know the price paid for it. The sale of 
the Shaw stock was a surprise to the wit- 
ness. He had often recommended an ex- 
tension of the Atlanta railway lines or a 
sale of the stock, and he supposed the 
stockholders, being unable to make such 
extensions, determined to sell out. 

The witness further stated he had partici- 
pated in no meeting looking to the forma- 
tion of a new company. He did not know 
if it was the intention of the promoters to 
transfer the property of the old company 
to the new. 

Witness Is Cyoss-Examinei. 

Mr. Amorous was cross-examined by Mr. 
Spalding. He stated he was present at 
the annual meeting of the stockholders 
October 10th. He had presided and had 
made an oral statement relative to the 
application for city franchises then pend- 
ing before the city council. He etated in 
this statement he thought council would 
grant the franchises to the road offering 
to give transfers. He favored transfers as 
a business proposition. 

Mr. Amorous stated that the Roebling 
stock was represented at this meeting by 
a Mr. Briggs, who at the meeting statea 
that he was in favor of transfers. No one 
had voted against the extension of the 
road. Witness told yesterday how the 
franchises had been granted and what steps 
had been taken by the Atlanta railway to 
build the new lines before it was stopped 
by injunction. 

Mr. Amorous stated he had never heara 
of any intention of the present holders of 
the securities to sell out. He said Mr. 
Spalding was a purchaser of some of the 
stock, and that the effect of the injunc- 
tions would be to delay the’ extensions. 

“I was told,” said Mr. Amorous, “that the 
Consolidated had purchased the Roebling 
stock and that it might be necessary to 
form a new company in order to build 
the proposed extensions. I understand Mr. 
H signed the transfer of the Roebling 
stock. . 

In answer to further questions from Mr. 
Hopkins, Mr. Amorous stated the Atlanta 
Railway Company had notfpfmid any divi- 
dends, but had always met’ its interest 
charges easily with one exception. He said 


the new extensions would cost in the neigh- . 


borhood of $10,000 a mile and that there 
would be eight or ten miles. Answering 
the question as to whether he thought the 
road would pay or not, Mr. Amorous stated 
that he thought it would. Mr. Hopkins

JOHNSON'S RESISTANCE WAS FUTILE 


Property of Johnson Is Being Attached 
by Legal Processes and Is Placed 
in the Hands of the . 
Courts for Dis- 
posal. 


Cc. P. Johnson was unsuccessful in resist- 
ing the requisition of Governor Candler and 
he is now on his way to Atlanta in the 
care of Deputy Sheriff Shropshire and At- 
torney Shepard Bryan. We left on an early 
train this morning and will arrive ‘n At- 
lanta tomorrow morning at 5:19 o’cicck, 

Dispatches fram New York say Governor 
Receevelt yesterday granted the requisi- 
tion of Governor Candler for the surren- 
and all the latter’s ef- 
forts to prevent his return to Atlanta have 
been fruitless. Deputy Sheriff Shropshire, 
who left last Saturday for New York to 
bring Johnson back here, went to Albany 
yesterday morning and immediately to the 
capitol building, where, in a few minutes, 
Governor Roosevelt affixed his signature to 
the papers and the deputy’s errand at the 
place was completed. During this time At- 
torney Shepard Bryan was in New York 
city attaching all the property of Johnson 
that could be found there, and Johnson 
himself was endeavoring to prevent his re- 
turn to this: city. 

The scenes changed rapidly and the ac- 
tors played their parts fast and furiously. 
Deputy Sheriff Shropshire arrived in New 
York city early in the afternoon, and with- 
in an hour of his arrival he had Johnson 
in his charge and was ready to return to 
Atlanta. 

Several telegrams were received from At- 
torney Bryan yesterday telling of the trans- 
actions. He said that he was-getting out 
attachments for all thé property Johnson 
has in New York and will attach his saloon 
on the Bowery. He has also found $1,000 
which belongs to Johnson and is in the 
hands of a broker who bought the bonds. 
The object of taking charge of the property 
of Johnson is to make good the yalue of the 
bonds to the McCauley estate, 

The bonds themselves are lost to the es- 
tate, but it is probable that enough prop- 
erty can be obtained from Johnson to make 
up for the loss of the bonds. Johnson’s 
Bowery saloon is thought to be worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars. The $1,000 in the 
broker’s hands has been tied up by an at- 
tachment and there is a $5,000 bond in At- 
lanta that will be good in case Johnson 
does not appear atthe court. Messrs. Arn- 
old & Arnold are exerting themselves to 


learn if there is any property in Atlanta 
that belongs to Johnson. If any can be 
found, this willbe attached and held until 
the court orders a disposal of it. 

Attorney Bryan thas sent word to Messrs. 
Arnold & Arnold, stating that_he has suc- 
cessfully traced the route the bonds took 
from the time they left McCauley, and has 
a number of affidavits to show through 
whose hands they have passed. Evidence 
of this is said not to be absolutely neces- 
sary, as Johnson, it is said, has admitted 
that the bonds were given to him by Mc- 
Cauley. By this admission he has shown 
that the had knowledge of the whereabouts 
of the bends at the time he was being | 
tried on a bail trover process.

The granting of a motion to continue the 
‘ease of Edward C, Flanagan, double mur- 
derer, at Decatur yesterday, virtually ended 


that noted case and it is believed by the 
prosecuting attorneys that Flanagan will 
now never hang, but will finally be sent to 
the insane asylum, : 

This sudden turn in the case was the re- 
sult of a strong legal fight, and resulted 
in securing a decision from the court which 
was paramount to a declaration that Flana- 
gan is now mentally unable to stand trial, 
and this. so it is thought, means that he 
will never be arraigned for trial again on 
the charge of murder. 

Flanagan, the murderer of Miss Ruth 
Slack and Mrs. Nancy E. Allen, at Poplar 
Spring, December 31, 1896, was arraigned 
for the fourth time in the DeKalb county 
superior court yesterday morning. A motion 
for a change of venue was overruled. A 
motion for an examination into the mental 
condition of the prisoner was. overruled. 
Then came a motion for a continuance, the 
prinicpal ground of which was that ‘“‘the 
prisoner was mentally incapable of assist- 

{ng his counsel in the conduct of the case.” 
It was the assertion of this alleged fact 
that secured for the defense, the introduc- 
tion of the testimony of a physician who 
declared that Flanagan is now insane. evi- 
dence which they had failed to get before 
the court on other motions. 

The physician whose testimony caused 
guch a sensational turn in the case was 
Dr, J. Li. McDaniel, who was the county 
physician of Fulton county until within a 
few days ago. Dr. McDaniel at all the for- 
mex trials of Flanagan gave it as his opin- 
fon that the prisoner was not insane. Yes- 
terday he testified tht he now believed the 
man of unsound and unfit to be tried. This 
testimony was uncontradicted and turned 
the tide in Flanagan’s favor. 

Judge Candler’s qrder, which he wrote. 

’ down and read in court, was as follows: 

Judge Wandler’s Order. 

I Wave tried earnestly to give this 
case a proper direction. Dr. McDaniel 
swears positively that the defendant is 
not able to assist his counsel at this 
time by reason of the fact that he has 
been seriously ill from August up to a 
month ago, since which date he thas im- 
proved slightly and is now in bad condl- 
tion both physically and mentally. 

Drs. Baird, Nicolson and Greene do not 
contradict this evidence and state that 
from their examination today they cane 
not do so. 

In addition to this Dr. Powell, who is 
recognized as a distinguished authority 
on such questions as these, and Dr. 
Massey are both absent. Dr. Powell 

' from providential cause. Counsel for de- 
fense swear that they can prove addi- 
tional facts by Dr. Powell to those tes’ 
tified to by him on the former trial.

Judge Candler, un- 
der the evidence as it came out, could not 
have done otherwise than continue the case 
and a continuance under the circumstances 
means, I think, that Flanagan will nevér 
be hanged or even sent to the penitentia- 
ry.”

The trial of Edward C. Flanagan yester- 
day was the fourth he has stood for the 
murder of Mrs. Nancy E. Allen and Miss 
Ruth Slack, a crime that was committed 
at Popular Spring, a village four miles 
from Atlanta, on the Consolidated trolley 
line. The time of the double murder was 
December 31, 1896, On the first arraign- 
ment the murderer pleaded insanity at the 
time of the trial; on the second arraign- 
ment he pleaded insanity at the time the 
crime was committed; on the third trial] 
the plea was again insanity when the 
murder occurred, ) 

When the trial begun the noted double 
murderer sat sideways in a chair with his 
hands folded in front of him. He was 
dressed in a suit of jeans, one of the 
Tower costumes, His beard wag long and 
shaggy and his hair stood up [like porcu- 
pine quills. His face was pale and he 
rolled his eyes around with a vacant stare. 
In his right coat pocket was a small Bible. 
Ex-Sheriff Austin was the only old ac- 
quaintance who spoke to him, and Flana- 
gan weakly extended a hand and said: 
“Howdy.” 

Mr. Daniel W. Rountree and Mr. George 
C. Spence represented the defense, and 
Solicitor W. T. Kimsey and Mr. W. W. 
Braswell represented the state. 

Motions Are Denied. 

Mr. Rountree made a motion for the 
cougt to transfer the case to another coun- 
ty on the grounds that owing to the fact 
that the case had been so widely discussed 
and there was such a general prejudice 
against the prisoner that he could not get 
a fair and inypartial trail im DeKalb 
county. 

Several witnesses, many of them jurors, 
were placed on the stand, and they testi- 
fied that the general opinion in the county 
Was that Flanagan was sane and ought 
to hang. Some of the witnesses, among 
them Colonel J. N. Glenn, a Decatur attor- 
ney, stated in their opinion Flanagan could 
not get a fair trial in DeKalb county. 
Other witnesses testified just the reverse. 

Judge Candler denied the motion. 

Mr. Rountree asked permission to intro- 
duce witnesses to prove that Flanagan 
was now insane, but the judge held that 
he had privately examined the guardg who 
had Flanagan in custody and from ‘what 
they stated and from what he knew from 
seeing Flanagan himself he believed there 
Was no change in the prisoner’s condition 
since the last trial. The motion was de- 
nied. 

The case was sounded as “No. 1, Feb- 
ruary term, 1899,” and the defendant was 
placed on trial. 

The state called its witnesses, eleven in 
number, and announced that it was ready 

The defense called its witnesses and 
found that a number were absent. A mo- 
tion was made for a continuance. 


Flannagan is Tickled. 

The motion for a continuance was in writ- 
ing and quite lengthy, setting forth what 
absent witnesses would testify. The attor- 
neys for the defense asked permission to 
read the paper to Flanagan and to have 
him to swear to its contents. The prison- 
er Was taken aside and the paper read to 
him. He had an abstracted air and did 
not appear to be listening. When the judge 
swore him, Flanagan spied a Kap Alpha 
badge on the judge’s coat and he picked at 
jt with this fingers, and laughing foolishly, 
said: ‘‘That’s so pretty.” 

Pending a motion for a continuance, a 
recess was taken for dinner. The prisoner 
had a dinner set before ‘him on a courtroom 
table and he ate heartily. 

Wihen court reconvened after dinner the 
state’s attorneys argued against the motion 
for a continuance. 

Mr. Rountree asked permission to intro- 
duce Dr, McDaniel, ex-Fulton county physi- 
cian, for the purpose of sustaining that 
portion of his motion for a continuance 
which stated that Flanagan was now in- 
sane. 

Judge Candler allowed the evidence to 
be introduced, stating that in his overrul- 
ing the motion to go into an examination 
of the prisoner’s mental condition he had 
a view then of allowing such an investiga- 
tion wpon a motion for a new trial. 


Evidence a Sensation. 

Dr. McDaniel testified that he had treated 
Flanagan for the past six months and had 
found him in mental trouble, acting like a 
madman. The doctor said he now believed 
the man to be mentally incapable of going 
into a trial, and that this condition had 
grown worse since his trial last August. 

This testimony was in the nature of a 
sensation, as Dr. McDaniel had testified on 
former trials that Flanagan was a sane 
man. The doctor was the county physician 
for Fulton county and had seen Flanagan 
almost daily since his last trial. 

Judge Candler questioned Dr. McDaniel 
himself, and it was fully brought out that 
although Dr. McDaniel had once held the 
opinion that Flanagan was feigning insan- 
ity, he now believed the prisoner insane, 
owing to change for the worse in Flana- 
gan’s mental and physical condition, 

This thad the effect of adjourning court 
for half an hour, Judge Candler ordering 
Flanagan taken into a- private room and 
questioning the physicians present to ex- 
amine the prisoner’s mental condition. 

Drs. J. B. Baird, W. PB. Nicolson and 
J. H. Green retired with Flanagan and 
spent haif an hour examining the prison- 
er’s mental and physical condition. They 
afterwards held a private consultation with 
Judge Candler. 

They Were Uncertain. 

Court reéonvened and Dr. Baird was 
placed upon the stand. He said he believed 
Flanagan was physically weaker than he 
was at the last trial, but he could detect 
very little if any change in his mental con- 
dition. Dr. Baird said on cross-examina- 
tion that Dr. McDaniel was a much more 
competent witness than himself, as he had 
been with Flanagan very frequently for the 
past six months. 

Dr. Nicolson testified about the same as 
Dr. Baird, as did also Dr. Greene. They all

‘TELFAIR DENIES 


STORY FROM OLEAN 


Says It Is a Tissue ef Falsehocds and 
That He Is Not O’Brien. 


HE DOES NOT KNOW CHEWING 


Claims He Is Being Hounded Down by 
So-Called Friends. 


HE RESIGNED FROM TWO COMPANIES 


Asserts That ex-Chief of Police Hart, of 


Olean, N. Y., Suggested the Story. 
What He Has To Say. 


David J. Telfair, in an interview yester- 
day, denied emphatically the charges made 
in the story printed in The Morning Times, 
of Olean, N. Y. 

Mr. Telfair says that all the charges 
are fabrications, and that he has a num- 
ber of letters from people in that city 
to prove what he savs. He claims that 
part of the story regarding ‘his appearance 
in Olean is true, but that the greater part 
of it is wholly without fact or founda- 
tion. 

“The article which appeared in The Times 
of Olean,” said he, ‘“‘is not a new story 
as claimed. It is merely the reprint of 
a story that is a year and a half old, and 
which has gone the rounds of the press, 
with the exception of the new version. 
This new version ‘s liberally interspersed 
wth falsehoods and inuendoes that are 
calculated to injure me still farther. The 
malice of these New York yankees is in- 
conceivable. 

“Olean parties did organize a company 
to operate the epilepsoro and were giver 
an option upon every machine that might 
be built. But they never were able to get 
a tenth part of the money necessary to 
build one, and as they could not take up 
their option an@ would not carry on the 
company’s ‘business according to the law 
under which they organized, I was obliged 
to resign from the company last June.

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DR. HARRY WHITE | 
BEFORE THE 
WOMAN’S CLUB | 

Dr. Harry White, a member of the 
faculty of the state university of Georgia, 
and a man recognized:as one of the leading 
scientists of the country, addressed the 
Members of the Atlanta Woman’s Club 
yesterday afternoon on the subject of the 
“Chemistry of Foods.’’ 

The lecture was given under the auspices 
of the home science section of the club, 
the members of which section have arrived 
at that branch of their course of study that 
includes the all-important subject of the 


“Chemistry of Food.”’ 

Previous to discussing this subject, Dr. 
White referred to the movement made some 
time ago to inaugurate a series of univer- 
sity extension lectures in Georgia. members 
of the faculty of the state university hav- 
ing been approached at the time as to the 

~Practicability of the venture. 

He thought that such an enterprise would 
be an excellent. one, and one in which his 
colleagues of the university would join with 
him in approving, but a course of the uni- 
versity extension lectures in order to ac- 
complish their purpose would have to be 
prosecuted systematically, reyuiring hard 
work on the part of the patrons, and syste- 
matic endeavor. 

Until such system could be assured, Dr. 
White deemed it advisable that the lectures 
on the studies embodied in the club cur- 
Ticulum should take place from time to 
time, and be given on those subjects in 
direct relation with the work before the 
club, as in the case of yesterday's lecture 
coming under the head of the home science 
section. 7 

He offered his individual assistance to the 
ladies in their undertakings, and expressed 
his readiness to talk to them at any time 
on those subjects embodied in their scien- 
tific studies. 

Dr. White’s mode of handling the subject 
of his discourse established among his hear- 
ers his reputation as a lecturer. His ex- 
planation of its every phase was imparted 
in a language that in its simple elegance 
was. not beyond the receptive capacity of 
those who had only mastered. the funda- 
mental priaciples of the science: and at the 
same time was a great treat to those who 
may have systematically pursued the study 
or those sciences to which the ‘‘chemistry 
of food’ is related one way or another. 

Dr. ‘White explained fully how the food 
performs in the animal certain specific 
functions, maintainfhe first the structure of 
the body; second, the body temperature, 
and, third, the muscular and nervous sys- 
tem; or the relation of food to the chemical 
compounds of the body, the flesh, the adi- 
pose tissue and the ossified part. 

Classifying food under the head of the 
proteid and the non-proteid, he explained 
which of these was required in the susten- 
ance of the chemical parts of the body, the 
flesh, the adipose tissue and ossified part. 

He referred to the interesting fact that 
although science had investigated and de- 
termined, from an economic as well as 
scientific standpoint, as to just what was 
necessary, both as to material and quantity, 
in the nutriment of the cow, the horse, the 
hog, andthe wseful. animals of the brute. 
creation,-it remained for the United States 
to investigate and determine some _ ten 
years ago just what were the actual food 
requirements of man. 

According to the inve&tigation the aver- 
age man requires 750 grams per day (ex- 
pressed according to the metrical system of 
measurement adopted by congress), this be- 
ing divided into 450 grams of sugar or 
starch, 1” grams of fat and 150 grams of 
the proteid or nitrogenous; or, the food of 
man in other Words should be the ratio of 
one part of the proteid to five parts of the 
non-proteid. 

Although Dr. White spoke scarcely an 

‘hour, he may be said to have imparted 
clearly to his listeners the basic facts un- 
derlying the composition of foods and their 
relation to the chemical parts of the body. 
At the conclusion of Dr. White’s remarks 
Mrs. Burton Smith, chairman of the home 
science section, thanked him on behalf of 
the Atlanta Woman’s Club for his appear- 
ance -before them, and further stated to 
the ladies that in the agricultural reports 
of the United States government a great 
deal:of valuable matter could be obtained 
to recent researches in regard to the ‘“chem- 
istry of the food.” 


Previous to the lecture of Dr. White at 
the club yesterday the usual business trans- 
acted at the general meetings was disposed 
of, and Mrs. Julia Iverson Patton, chair- 
man of the current events section, led an in- 
teresting discussion on the subject of 
“Rainy Day Skirts.” 

In the absence of Mrs. Patillo, the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Heber Reed, vice president, pre- 
sided. On motion of Mrs. Jefferson Thom- 
as, the secretary was instructed to commu- 
nicate to Mrs. Patillo the sympathy of the 
club in her illness and their grateful ac- 
knowledgment of her able conduct of the 
club during the past year. Mrs. Heber 
Reed, as chairman of the state committee. 
of reciprocity, urged the club members to 
gend the papers read by them from time 
to time to the clubs in various sections of 
the states where the library or referennce 
facilities were limited and the club develop- 
ment thus in a sense retarded. 

._In the matter of the “rainy day skirts,” 
favor of them was so decidedly unanimous, 
{t would seem that among the 320 members 
of the Atlanta Woman’s Club there will 
mever be another muddy skirt, bad cold 
eeu the effect of wet ankles, from being 
. ched by wet skirts, or an undue expos- 
re of shoe top and lingerie, witen madame 
on a rainy day runs to catch a car. The 
general idea of what the rainy day skirt 
should be brings it just four inches from 
the ground, or below the top of the aver- 
age walking boot. The many evils of wear- 
ing long skirts on rainy days were discussed 
at length, not the least among them being 
-that the continual holding up of the skirts, 
rain or shine, endangered one shoulder 
growing higher than the other and thereby 
producing a hollow place below the shoul- 
der blade in front and making it unduly 
prominent in the back. 

Mrs. John C. Reed reeited an original 
and very clever poem on the subject of the 
evils of rainy day and a prominent 
member of the club hu) sly advised the 
ladies not to forget that when they donned 
the rainy day skirt there would be no ne- 
cessity of holding it “up,"' since she made 
that serious mistake the first time she ap- 
peared as a “rainy daisy."’

WOMEN’S VISITING 
BOARD IN SESSION 


Ladies Visiting Public Schools Diseuss 
Recemmendations to Education Board. 


SAY WORK IS SATISFACTORY 


Ladies of Board and Lady Teachers Are 
in Thorough Harmony. 


PROTECT CHILDREN FROM DISEASES 


The Board, It Is Understood, Is Tak- 
ing Steps To Prevent Spread of Con- 
tagious Disease in Schools. 


The ladies of the visiting committee of 
the pubtic schools met yesterday morning 
at 10 o’clock in the committee room of the 
Bays’ High school. 

Mrs. H. B. Wey, chairman of the board. 
presided, and many important matters 
were discussed and decided upon. 

Although the meetings are not public, 
and as yet no recommendations have been 
presented to the board of education, the 
ladies unhesitatingly express their great 
Satisfaction in the'result of their visits so 
far to the schools: the methods at present 
pursued jin them in various lines, and the 
earnestness manifested by the teachers in 
their relations in every way with the 
children. 

The teachers, on the other hand, seem 
gratified by the interest manifested in 
their work by the ladies of the visiting 
committee, and there is no doubt that the 
Sympathy arid co-operation being establish- 
ed between the teachers and the visiting 
committee will be a new advantage to the 
children and of great assistance in the 
further development of the public school 
system, 

The ladies of the visiting committee are 
familiarizing themselves with every depart- 
ment of the public school system, not only 
by visiting the schools, but by reviewing 
the textbooks in use there and comparing 
the methods employed with those of the 
representative public school systems of the 
country, 

It is rumored that the ladies of the visit- 
ing board: are investigating the present 
municipal laws pertaining to the preven- 
tion of contagious diseases among the 
chi:dren of the schools, and that they will 
endeavor to have steps taken by which 
further protection wil] be given children 
in this respect. The laws at present re- 
quire that a child in a house where there 
is a contagious disease shall be kept away 
from the public sdhool, but its presence is 
not prohibited in other places where it 
may meet with the very same children, 
from whom it is separated during school 
hours. 

Although visiting first the white and ne- 
gro schools in their respective districts, 
members of the committee will visit all 
the schools from time to time in order 
to be able to compare their relative de- 
velopment. | 

The committee will make its first recom- 
mendations tosthe board of education the 
last of January, and the co-operation of 
the two bodies is a foregone conclusion. 

There will be a special meeting of the 
visiting committee next Monday morning 
at 10 o’clock, instead of 11 o’clock, at the 
Boys’ High school.

NEWMAN THROWS 
PEONAGE CASES OUT 


—-<-——-—— 


Delivers an Opinion in Which He Says He 
Has No Jurisdiction. 


IT MAY END THE PROSECUTION 


Defendants Demurrei to Indictments 
and Were Successful. 


THE CASES ONCE CAUSED A SENSATION 


It Was Alleged That Laborers on 
Farms in Oglethorpe Were Held 
in Involuntary Servitude. 


The famous peonage cases against Wil- 
liam Eberhart and his colored overseer, 
Albert Boykin, were thrown out of the 
United States court yesterday hy Judge 
Newinan who, aftem argument, which was 


delivered on tne question of the jurisdiction 


of the court in such matters, decided that 
he did not have jurisdiction and that the 
cases could not be lawfully tried in the cir- 
cuit court. 

The celebrated cases at one time prom- 
ised to cause one of the greatest sensations 
the state has seen in a long while. Eber- 
hart and Boykin were charged with hold- 
ing in involuntary servitude negro labor- 
ers on a farm in Oglethorpe county. It was 
Stated in the indictments that they would 
hire men and then compel them to serve as 
slaves. It was said at the time that this 
was a common thing for Eberhart and 
Boykin to do, but it has since been learned 
that only in a‘few, if any cases, did this 
occur. 

When the case was called in the United 
States court some time ago, the attorneys 
for the defendants demurred to the indict- 
ment and stated that the court did not have 
jurisdiction, and that if the gase was to 
come up anywhere it should be brought in 
the superior court of Oglethorpe county. 
Judge Newman’s opinion is a short one, but 
states that he wil] not take jurisdiction of 
the matter. 

It is not thought that the cases will be 
prosecuted in the state courts of the coun- 
ty. Eberhart is a prominent citizen of the 
county, and is esteemed by all of his friends 
in that locality. The attorneys for the de- 
fendants, Colone| Tinsley Rucker and Ham- 
ilton McWhorter, state that the defendants 
have no cause to fear any kind of prose- 
cution on the charge in the indictments as 


should the case be tried the.charges could. 


not be substantiated. 

The indictments were found by the grand 
jury in the United States courts some time 
ago, and based upon representations made 
by certain persons in the county. It was 
alleged in the inaictments that Eberhart 
and Boykin conspired together to secure 


the services of the negroes free, and after 


tne latter were employed it was a part of 
the game to compel them to work for noth- 
ing for a long time. In some cases it was 
asserted that Eberhart and Boykin forced 
the negroes employed on the farms to sign 
Statements to serve them for a long time.

WHISKY DEALERS 
STAND BY ACTION 


They Are Ready, They Declare, To Take 
Case Before Supreme Court. 


CLAIM ELECTION WAS ILLEGAL

Whisky Men Declare That No Ballot 
Boxes Were Used in Election.

SOLICITOR HILL TALKS ABOUT THE CASE 


It Is Thought Probable That Grand 
Jury at Its Meeting Thursday 
Will Take Some Action. 


An interesting point was raised on the 


code requiring saloons to close on age 
election by. the proprietors of four whole- 
sale whisky houses in the city, who opened 
the doors of their houses immediately after 
the ciose of the polls in the baliffs’ elec- 
tion last Saturday. 


It is thought that if any action is taken 
to hold the whisky houses to account for 
their action, it will be-done by the grand 
jury of the county, which meets Thurs- 
day. 

It is contended by the whisky dealers 
that the hour the polls close in an elec- 
tion, the election is at end and that the 
term ‘“‘day of election” applies only to that 
part of the day in which the election is 
being held. It is asserted by the friends 
of those who are prepared to make a 
test of the law on the case that in nearly 
every other large city in the state, the 
Saloons are permitted to open immediately 
after the close of, the polls and that At- 
lanta merchants should be given the same 
priviledges that are extended to other mer- 
chants of the state. 

The artion of the whisky dealers in mak- 
ing a test case only a few days before 
the grand jury conveneg and in that way 
bringing the fact more clearly before the 
attention of the jurors, goes to show, it 
is thought, the intention of the dealers of 
the city to fight the former interpretation 
of the law in Fulton county -to the last. A 
prominent whisky dealer said yesterday 
that he and other dealers of the city were 
determined if the case reached the courts 
to carry it before the supreme bench in 
order to get a decision that would setttle 
the matter of opening the saloons after 
the close of the polls for good, 

Mr. Harry Spillman, of the Spillman 
Liquor Company, the only retail establish- 
ment in Atlanta that opened last Satufday 
evening at the time the wholesale houses 
opened, stated yesterday that the whisky 
men intended to fight the present interpre- 
tation of the law to the last, He was of 
the opinion that the election held Satur- 
day was really no election, since, he said, 
no ballot boxes were used and no regis- 
tered list of voters were provided for the 
occasion. It is thought possible that the 
question when brought before the court 
may develop, not into one in which the 
right of the bars to open after the polls 
have been closed, is involved, but whether 
under the circumstances the election for 
bailiffs last Saturday was a legal elec- 


tion. 
Solicitor Hill Talks. 


Soltcitor C. D. Hill stated yesterday that 
so far as he knew no action had been 
taken in the matter. He said: 

“T presume that if anything is done to 
make a test case that it will be brought 
out by the action of the grand jury, which 
meets January 12th. 

“Tl have no idea what court the case 
would go in should the grand jury see fit 
to indict.’’ 

Mayor Woodward said that the action 
of the whisky houses presented an jnter- 
esting question of law that he had never 
before seen brought up in Atlanta, He 
said: 

“lt is a matter about which I knew 
nothing, as only @ pure question of law 
is involved and the statue in question will 
have to be interpreted by the court before 
which the case may be brought. It is pos- 
sible that the court will hold that the day 
of election ends technically when the 
polls have closed, and it is possib.e again 
that it will hold that the day of election 
means the whole day.” 

Attorney General Terrell was seen at his 
office at the capitol, but would say nothing 
as to the merits of the claim of the whisky 
dealers, stating that the matter would not 
be calied to his attention.and that what- 
ever opinion he might express might he 
overruled by the court that had to do 

ith the case. 

“The settlement of the case, which, it is 
thought, the grand jury will take up before 
the end of the week, will be of great inter- 
est to the whisky dealers not only in At- 
lanta,’ but in other parts of the state and 
to the public generally.

Mr. Thod A. Hammend Left Last Night 
To Confer with Attorney General. 


CARRIED PRISON SITE MAPS 


Prison Site Committee of the City 
Council Held a Meeting Yesterday. 
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CONFERENCE WITH JUDGE GRIGGS PROPOSED 


Committee Is of the Opinion That At- 
torney General Will Have No Trou- 
ble in Finding a Suitable Site. 


Councilman Thod Hammond, at the in- 
stance of the council committee on federal 
prison sites, left Atianta last night for 
Washington to consult with Attorney Gen 
eral Griggs in regard to the location of the 
federal prison in Atlanta. 

Mr. Hammond took with him to Washing- 
ton maps and descriptions of the various 
sites that have be2n offered the city in 
the past month, with the view of acquaint- 
ing the attorney general as far as possible 
with the tocations available before the visit 
of the cabinet member to the city. 

At a meeting of the prison site commit- 
tee held at city hall yesterday the various 
locations that ‘have been tendered the city 
were taken up and gone over thoroughly. 
Tihe lack of maps for a large number of the 
proposed sites has been a hindrance to the 
work of the committee in arriving at the 
locations that are most suitable the 
purposes of a federal prison. Maps were 
presented to the members of the site of- 
fered by the Central road west of the city 
and by a few of those who have locations to 
sell to Atlania. 

The meeting of the committee was an ex- 
ecutive one, but it is known that during the 
session the members pressed the necessity 
of some one on the committee going to 
Washington for the purpose of conferring 
with the attorney general. ‘Youncilman 
Hammecend, who has taken great interest in 
the progress of the work and who jis thor- 
oughly familiar with the gsituation, was 
urged to go, and Mr. Hammond agreed to 
leave for Washington last night. 

The .visit of the committeeman to the 
capital will not interfere with the proposed 
trip of Attorney General Griggs to this 
city, and the committee thought it more 
advisable instead of sending the. descrip- 
tions of the different locations to Washing- 
ton to delegate a member of the committee 
to take what maps and descriptions which 
were in the hands of the committee to the 
capital personally. By this means it was 
thought the requirement that Judge Griggs 
had set down for the location of the prison 
could be better understood by the commit- 
tee in whose hands the selection of a num- 
ber of sites to offer the government was 
placed.

It is the opinion of the committee that 
there is no longer any doubt about the big 
prison in which the government is to put 
$5,000,000 being brought to Atlanta. It was at 
first thought it would be difficult to get 
a location that would meet all the require-

Only a few of the locations, mainly that 
offered by the Central railroad and the site 
included in the old waterworks, have been 
tendered to the committee free of cost, and 
it is of course the desire of the committee 
and of the city officials that one of these 
sites be accepted by the government. Other- 
wise the city will be forced to pay out a 
large sum of money to bring the big prison 
to Atlanta. Many of the locations that 
have been offered at a price by property 
owners near the city are considered very 
favorably on account of their being offered 
at a very low figure for the land contained 
in the offer. 

It is the desire of the committee, how- 
ever, to give each of the locations that are 
admissable under the regulations for the 
prison an equal showing, and it is at pres- 
ent impossible to say which site will be 
accepted by Attorney General Griggs, in 
whose ‘hands the choice lies.
